News reached Sacramento on the

Mnno county, Cal., on the 13th. Loss 
§10,000, covered by insurance. 


Los Angeles has taken preliminary 


to organize a workingmen's 


branch association. J. S. Huyward 
addressed the meeting. 


S. C. Farnham, of Vallejo, has 


bought the Bernard Block, the iicest 
building in Vallejo, from the Hiber- 
uia Bank, San Francisco. 


Kearney and Wellock have been 


stumping Sauta Clara county for the 
Workiugmen's 
candidate, holding 


meetings at all the towns. 


Bodie district reports rapid mining 


developments, but the weather is 
very unfavorable, heavy snow storms, 
accompanied by severe gales, pre- 
vailing. 


San Benito county has thrown off 


its apathy, the AYorkingmen having 
organized at Hollister. About 225 
names are on the roll. The greatest 
enthusiasm prevails. 


Red Bluff reported 38 inches rain- 


fall for the season on the 17th. The 
Sacramento river at Bedding on that 
day was 25 feet above low watermark 
and riling very fast at three p. M. on 
tho 17th. 


The Assembly Committee on Da- 


bris bad a session at Marysville on 
the ICth. It \vaa proved that the 
tailings from the mines have filled 
the river bed from lifteeo to twenty 
feet during the past twenty years and 
almost entirely destroyed about 12,- 
000 acrfs of farming lands in Yuba 
county.
